In  Conclusion 

It  is  customary  among  the  Better  Growers  and  Distributors,  in  pricing  their  listings,  to  make 
them  conform,  wherever  practical,  with  those  set  by  the  Originators  of  the  different  varieties.  In 
some  few  instances,  where  the  Originator’s  Price  is  palpably  inconsistent  with  the  quality  of  the  of- 
fering or  its  demand  and  supply,  the  majority  of  Distributors  will  either  raise  or  lower  the  price  to 
the  point  where  it  is  in  keeping  with  these  factors. 

In  the  foregoing  lists  of  the  American  varieties,  I have,  as  indicated,  shown  the  Originator’s 
Price,  wherever  possible.  A VERY  FEW  (perhaps  a dozen,  in  all)  of  these  prices  are  out  of  line  with 
those  set  by  the  majority  of  other  Distributors  for  the  same  varieties.  In  the  event  of  your  ordering 
any  of  this  stock  through  me,  you  will  be  refunded  for  any  amount  of  difference  between  these  prices 
and  those  generally  prevailing,  UNLESS  you  insist  on  having  your  stock  come  direct  from  the  Origin- 
al Source ; in  which  event,  you  will  have  to  pay  exactly  as  indicated. 

In  closing  I have  a word  of  caution  to  give  you  against  buying  “Cut-Rate”  Stock.  There  is  no 
“Combine”  or  “Secret  Treaty”  among  the  Better  Commercial  Growers,  to  hold  the  prices  of  any  varie- 
ties above  the  mark  justified  and  in  keeping  with  the  Quality  of  Stock  Offered,  the  Merit  of  the  Varie- 
ty, and  the  Supply  and  Demand.  Unfortunately,  I have  been  tempted  by  “Cut-Rate”  offers  and  can- 
say  from  experience,  that  almost  invariably  the  results  have  been,  what  I might  have  expected.  There 
may  be  rare  exceptions,  where  a Reputable  Concern,  will  offer  a real  bargain  on  some  variety  or  var- 
ieties of  which  they  have  an  over-stock.  However,  most  of  the  really  good  Dahlias  are  in  such  de- 
mand, that  the  supply  is  generally  over-sold.  All  the  Dependable  Growers  and  Distributors  know 
what  the  different  varieties  are  really  worth  and  set  their  prices  accordingly.  The  exceptions  to  this 
rule  are  so  rare,  that  they  are  not  worth  looking  for.  E.  W.  H.

FOREWORD 


All  the  lists  contained  in  this  “Handicap”  have  been  worked  out  primarily  for  my  personal  use  in 
making  a selection  of  varieties  for  my  own  Dahlia  F arm. 

In  making  the  first  lists  I have  gone  over,  very  carefully,  the  catalogues  of  some  65  or  70  recog- 
nized distributors  (representative  of  the  different  Dahlia-growing  sections)  and  indexed  their  listings. 
My  total  index  contains  some  2,000  different  named  varieties.  Out  of  this  2,000  I have  selected  all  of 
the  Decorative  and  Hybrid-Cactus  Type,  which  I found  listed  nine  or  more  times,  and  all  of  the  Shows 
and  Peonies,  which  appeared  seven  or  more  times.  This  has  given  me  the  list  which  I have  termed  the 
“Most  Popular”  and  includes  the  Foreign  Varieties,  shown  on  Foreign  List  Number  One. 

The  remaining  lists  in  this  “Handicap”  are  made  up  of  PERSONAL  selections,  arrived  at  after  a 
careful  survey  of  the  more  recent  reports  from  the  principal  shows  and  Trials,  together  with  what  other 
reliable  information,  concerning  the  different  varieties  I have  been  able  to  secure. 

You  must  understand,  of  course,  that  these  lists  do  not  include  all  the  “Good  Ones”;  but,  I be- 
lieve you  will  find  that  most  all  the  Dahlias  included  in  these  lists  are  “Good  Ones.”  And  if  you  should 
discover  any  of  them  to  be  disappointing,  the  chances  are  that  the  fault  is  elsewhere  than  with  the  var- 
iety itself.  True  and  healthy  stock  of  any  of  these  varieties,  should,  with  proper  care  give  good  results. 
So  be  careful  where  you  get  your  stock  and  be  careful  how  you  handle  it  after  you  get  it. 

I am  not  putting  this  “Handicap”  on  the  market  with  a view  to  making  a lot  out  of  its  sale,  but 
there  is  information  contained  in  these  lists  which  should  be  of  both  interest  and  value  to  every  Dahlia 
Grower,  and  if  by  putting  this  information  in  circulation,  I can  be  of  service  to  my  fellow  Growers  I am 
glad  to  do  it ; however,  I am  in  hopes  the  sales  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  distribution  costs.  As  far  as 
the  time  which  I have  spent  in  getting  these  lists  out  is  concerned,  I am  charging  this  to  my  own  account, 
for  as  I have  said  above,  the  lists  were  made  primarily  for  my  own  benefit.  I have  used  the  greatest 
care  to  avoid  errors  in  compiling  this  “Form,”  but  I assume  no  responsibility  whatever  in  connection 
with  the  information  contained  in  these  lists,  beyond  its  being,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  a true  and 
accurate  representation  of  my  personal  and  unprejudiced  conclusions. 

The  prices  shown  on  these  lists  are  for  the  most  part  those  of  the  originators  or  introducers  of 
the  respective  varieties.  Where  I have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  original  price  I have  in  most  instances 
indicated  and  taken  the  quotation  from  the  listing  of  another  recognized  distributor.  If  there  are  any 
of  the  varieties  on  any  of  these  lists,  which  you  wish  to  obtain,  at  the  prices  indicated,  and  don’t  know 
just  where  to  secure  them,  if  you  will  send  me  the  proper  amount,  I shall  be  pleased  to  try  and  procure 
them  for  you  from  strictly  reliable  sources.  I know  where  all  of  these  can  be  purchased,  SAFELY,  at  the 
prices  indicated,  providing  the  supply  is  not  exhausted.  As  you  probably  realize,  many,  in  fact  most, 
of  the  Dahlias  on  these  lists  are  in  great  demand,  and  where  the  variety  is  new  and  consequently  scarce, 
the  stock  is  soon  disposed  of.  So  if  you  should  wish  to  order  through  me  (or  any  one  else  for  that  mat- 
ter) you  should  do  so  promptly  to  avoid  being  disappointed.
